Paris, Aug. %.—The Siecleand Figaro print 
reports thata fresh Nihilist plot against the 
Czar hasbeen discovered in St. Petersburg. 
According to these reports Prof. Cortowsk i! of 
the University of St. Petersburg and a number 
of the students atthe institution, who It lis 
alleged have been concerned in the plot, have 
been arrested and many persons have beea 
taken into custody in Moscowon the same 
charge. Two officers of high rank in the Rus- 
sian army have committed suicide. It is sup- 
posed thet they were found to have been im- 
plicated in the conspiracy against the Czar, 
and tcok their lives rather than undergo ar- 
rest andthe punishment which was sure to 
follow. 


Suffering at Cape Nerman. 


HALIFAX, Aug. 2.—A correspondent writing 
from Cape Norman, Newfoundland, June 25, 
says:: The people here haye suffered a great 
deal for want ot food. If you had bags of gold 
youcould not buy a barreloffiour. Those 
who bad enough for themselves had to give it 
away until all were treated alike. Some fam- 
ilies have subsisted for the last month and 
more on n.ussels and lump flah. Ileave you 
to judge what kind of living that ie. There is 
a great deal of ice about, brought up from the 
rorth by the northeasterly breeze of the 15th, 
16th and l7th. The Orst sign of vessels for this 
season was on the I8th, when about twenty 
made thelr way up thestrait through the 
ice. A few put in heie yesterday. They 
could not get on, owing tothe ice. No trader 
has been here yet, but all are eagerly awaiting 
the arrival of one. To-day snow fell to a 
depth of about four inches. Caplin have been 
in for nearly a week and yet there is not 
sien of a codfish. 
gloomy. Sinee writing the above I have heard 
poor news from Quirpon. Some people there 
have given up with hunger and gone to bed, 
while others are so weak that when walking 
they stagger. There is a good sign of fish 
here, but, unfortunately, the people can’t 
find any, as they have no outfit for the sum- 
mer. 


An Irish Constable’s Caper. 


MONTREAL, Canada, Aug. 2.—Sister Agnes 
Morrogh Bernard, Superior of the convent of 
the Sisters of Charity at Ballagherdeen, 
County Mayo, Ireland, wrote In the early part 
ofthis month to the Archbishop of Halifax, 
enlisting his aid in behalf of a charming and 
well educated girl named Kate Higgins, 16 
years old, whose disappearance from her 
native place caused her family much grief 
and anxiety. Kate, who appears to have 
been one the belles of Ballagh- 
erdeen, lived with her parents, in 
whose house boarded a member 
of the Irish constabulary named Richard 
Kelly, who was about twenty years ber senior. 
Kelly, who hasa wife and two children, re- 
signed and applied for a pension, with the in- 
tention of taking, as he said, his family to 
America. After obtaining a considerable ad- 
vance on his pension he slipped quietly on 
board a vessel bound for Halifax, taking Kate 
Higgins with dim instead of his wife and 
children. The couple were found here, but 
Kelly is not in the least repentent, and the 
girl, though offered free passage and pro- 
tection baek to her. people, obstinately re- 
fused to return. Kelly’se wife will be sent 
for, and itissaid the Government wiil stop 
his pension and take action against him for 
obtaining an advance under false pretenses.

Preparing fer Wilhelm“ Visit to Russia. 


LonNDoN, Aug. 2.—Graprd preparations are 
being made in Russia for the reception of 
the Emperor of Germany. The Kaiser will be 
invited, among other entainterments, to join 
the Czar in a grand hunt in one of the imper- 
lal forests, and a vast number of wild animals 
are being driven witbin the circle to be coy- 
ered by the hunting party, so that if the 
Kaiser misses shooting something it 
will not be his host’s fault. 
A large body of troops is 
scouring the forest and adjoining country for 
any lurking Nihilists, and the Ozar has him- 
self selected the officers and men who are to 
attend upon himself and his roval guest. The 

manouvers in éonnection with the visit of 
the Euperor are expected to begin on the 7 th 
inst. and finish onthe 13th. The troops are 

to be divided inte two separate armies, and 
will display their military discipline on the 

coast of the Turkish Gulf. 


On the Way te England. 


OSTEND, Aug. 2.—The German Imperial 
yacht Hohenzollern, with Emperor William 
and his brother, Prince Henry, on board, ar- 
rived here enroute to England at 1:46 this 
afternoon. The Count of Flanders, brother 
of King Leopold and Prince Baldwin, heir ap- 
parent to the throne of Beigium, were at 
Ostend awaiting the arrivals of his Majesty. 
When the yacht came to a5 anchor they 
boarded her and greeted the Emperor and 
Prince Henry on behalt of King Leopold. 


Te Fix a Commen Meridian. 
LonpDoN, Aug. 2.—An international confer- 
ence for the purpose of fixing & Common me- 
ridian is proposed to be beld at Kome next 
year. The conference will also arrange a 
system of universal standard time. The sug- 
gestion which is likely to be most strongly 
urged upon the conference is to select the 
meridian of Jerusalem as the Common one, 
replacing Washington aud Greenwich.

LONDON, Aug. 2.—The fru Catholic, an lin- 
Auential Ultramontane organ, bitterly up- 
braids Mr. Gladstone for ignoring the claims 
of the Pope to temporal power, and specifies 
recent speeches of the ex-Premier wherein he 
took ground Inconsistent with his former posi- 
tion on that question. 


Mrs. Barrett Acquitted, 


CHICAGO, August 2.—Mrs. AdaBarrett, who 
has been on trial charged with murdering her 
husband in May, 1888, was this morning ac- 
quitted. Judge instructed: the jury to bring 
in a verdict of not guilty. 


Mexican Matters. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Aug. 2.—Via Galveston.— 
Some of the heaviest Mexican capitalists have 
organized a company to purchase and work 
the Cerro Colorado gold mine in Chihuahua 
and in the Bactopelias mining district. This 
is considered the richest gold mine in Mexico, 
having an immense body of rich ore in sight. 
Work at the mine is to be begun in sixty days. 


The Central American War. 


LA LIBERTAD, Via Galveston, Aug. 2.—The 
reports of the defeat of Gen. Rivas by the 
Government troops under Gen. Antonia Ezeta 
have been confirmed. Rivas escaped from the 
capital, but was pursued and taken 
prisoner, after which he was shot and 
his body exposed as a warning. It is 
said that many prominent citizens were 
compromised in the Rivas conspiracy, and all 
le excitement. Thesiege lasted forty bours 
and thecapital suffered great damage. The 
insurgents bad captured the artillery dar- 
racks after a desperate fight, but now peace 
has been restored. It is said that Guatamala 
has retired her forces from the frontier, 

NO REVOLUTION N GUATEMALA. 

MEXICO, Aug. 2.—Special dispatches re- 
ceived here from Guatemala state that there 
is no revolution there and that President Bar- 
Tilas is firm in the belief that the difficulty 
witb San Salvador is soon to. be dettied satie- 
factorily to Guatemalar in tore a galvado- 
rans here claim to have news to the effect 
thatthe Rivas risingis of little importance 
and bas already been subdued, but telegraphic 
communication with San Salvador is inter- 
rupted and little faith ia placed in the report. 

MEXICO WILL NOT INTERFERE. 

President Diaz reiterates his denial of the 
reports that be would interfere with the 
Guatemalan-San Salvadoran difficulty. Senor 
Geronimo Pau, the Sau Salvadoran repre- 
sentative here, received a telegram to-day 
confirming the report that Gen. Rivas, the 
leader of the insurrectionists, had been cap- 
tured and shot and that guiet had been re- 
stored in San Salvador. The dispatch aleo 
announces that the Salvaderan troops had 
returned to the capital to oppose Gen. Rivas 
and were preparing to march against Guate- 
malans. 


The Argentine Republic. 


BUENOS AYRES, Aug. 2.—Itis expected that 
the Bourse here which has been closed for 
some days in consequence of the revolution 
will reopen on the fifteenth inst. The Gov- 
ernment has resumed negotiations with an 
English syndicate fora new loan and it is be- 
lieved that it will soon be concluded, 

DEMANDING INDEMNITY. 

LONDON, Avg. 2.—The Admirality have ia- 
structed the war ships Canadaand Thrush to 
proceed South from Halifax, and itis gener- 
ally understood that they are to proceed to 
Buenos Ayres to join in the naval demonstra- 
tion by which France and England propose to 


back up their demand for indemnity for losses 


of citizens of those countries on account of 
the recent rebel bombardment of that city. 


Foreign News in Brief. 


The Hon. Joseph Chamberlain will sall for 
America on Wednesday next. 

It is reported in Berlin that the Desconto 
Gesellschaft on behalt of a strong group of 
banks, is forming a syndisete to organize a 
universal exhibition to be held in Berlin in 
1896. 

Portugal has conferred a decoration upon 
Cardinal Rampolla for bis services in treating 
for recognition of Portugal’s interest in the 
West Indies.

SHE SAVED THE TRAIN. 


A WOMAN’S HEROISM PREVENTS THE 
WRTCK OF A NIGHT EXPRESS. 


Frightfolly Gored by a BullRun Over by 
an Engine—Beoiler Explesion—Shet by 
His Sister—-A Boy’s Body Identified— 
Caught Under a Falling Smekestack—The 
Daily Record of Mishaps. 


Bosrox, Mass., Aug. 2.—Mrs. Emma Bran- 
son of North Wakefield, N.H., saved the Bos- 
ton & Maine express train last night from a 
serious disaster. A terrible storm of wind

Hardly had the North Wake- 
field station been left behind when the engin- 
eer saw a woman upon the track just ahead of 
him frantically waving a white cloth. The 
train was stopped with the cow catcher al- 
most in front of the woman. The track 
around the curve lie all covered with trees, 
shesaid. ‘*Il came to warn you.“

sharp thatafter an obstruction upon it had 
come into the engineer’s view no human 

ower could have prevented an accident, 

er name, she said, was Mrs. Emily Branson. 
From her house nearthetrack she saw the 
wind hurl several huge trees across the raliis. 
She was alone witb her two littie children, 
but she knew thatthe express wes due and 
that the trees were on such acurve that they 
coe be hidden from sightuntil it was too 

ate. 

I hated to leave my children alone in the 
storm. said she, but I knew there was 
nothing else to be done. So I caught up a 
towel and ran out to meet the train.’’ 


Attacked by a Bull. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 2.—At noon Thursday 
Wm. Boyd, a farmer at Lincoln, Delaware 
County, this State, was so trightfully gored 
by an infuriated bull that his chances of re- 


covery are one ln a hundred. Boyd is a mag- 
nificent specimen of a farmer. He is six feet 
two inches in height, weight 217 pounds, and 
ie as straight as an arrow. He had driven his 
cows into the milking inclosure, leaving a 
bull outside in another lot. The animal at- 
tempted to escape and Boyd resorted to a club 
todrive him back. The animal shook bis 
head angrily and in an instant rushed at the 
Ser man and tossed him nigh into the air.

alr until he was almost lifeless, when the in- 
furiated beast pawed his prostrate form and 
pitched him with his horns. The old tather of 
the injured farmer witnessed the horribie en- 
counter and rushed to the rescue of his son 
with asbotgun. The bull was not subdued 
until he was shot to death, when the young 
farmer was removed from theinciosure. He 
will likely die. 


Run Over by an Kagize, 


GREENSBORO, N. C., Aug. 2.—At 40’clock 
yesterday morning a negro named Schofield 
Gantt, alias Meritt, was killed on the Rich- 
mond & Danville track in the southern part of

Fell Into a Shaft. 


CARTHAGE, Mo., Aug. 2.—Samuol Biggles, a 
young man aged 24, was killed at the Little 
Chief mining shaft, on the James diggings, 
south of Carthage, at8o*clock this morning. 


He was pulling a water barrel from the dump 
to the shuft, and losing his hold, fell back inte 
the shaft, striking his head against the tub 
which was being hoisted, and was instaatiy 
kliled. The shaft was sixty feet deep. 


A Boy’s Body Unidentified. 


CHESTER, III., Aug. 2.—The body ofa boy, 
about 12 years of age, was found in the river. 
It was dressed in a polka dot jacket and a 
pair of knee-breaches, and around the neck 
was a Catholic medal. The inquest was held, 
and the body was decentiy buried. Inquiries 
were received from East St. Louls and Kimms- 
wick, from which places boys have been 
drowned, but they were both naked, while 
this ene was clotbed. 


A Fearful Accident. 


Mr. OLIVE, III., Aug. 2.—Workmen were at- 
tempting to raise a huge smoke-stack at Mine 
No. 10 of the St. Louls Consolidated Coal Co. 
yesterday, and when it was up about sixteen 


feet the tackle broke and it fell. The men 
saw itcoming and dashed away, but John 
Haemie, an excellent youn mechanic, was 
caught. The stack caught bis right leg and 
entirely severed it from his body.

A BRUTAL VENGEANCE, 


A Dog Set Upon a Dector to Punish Him fer 
Alleged Impropriety. 

Dr. Henry Fischer, a well-known physician, 
residing at 2005 Menard street, is suffering 
from the effects ofaterrible beating and bit- 
ing received a few days ago from Ernest Ber- 
tram, a saloon-keeper, and Bertram’s dog. 
The outraze was the result of an al- 
leged insult offered Mrs. Bertram 
by Dr. Fischer. That lady states 


that she met the doctor at the house of a lad 
friend. Some conversation ensued an 
finally she leftthe room to get some beer, 
The doctor followed her into the kitchen, 
closed the door and then taking her in his 
arms kissed her onthe lips and offered her 
further insults. The doctor denies this story, 
but there can be no doubt that Mrs. Bertram 
told her husband that Dr. Fischer had insulted 
her, and that he at once planned 
an almost diabolical vengeance. Bertram isa 
very heavy, powerful man, and keeps a very 
vicious dog. Waiting till night he took the 
dog tothe doctor’s residence and knocked, 
He got the window open by inyenting a call 
from a patient, and in an Instant the dog was 
set onthe doctor. A terrible conflict ensued, 
in the course of Wich the doctor was borribi 
bitten andtorn. Bertram struck and kicke 
his victim repeatedly, until the prostrate man 
lost conscicusness and was apparently dead. 
Then the humana brute called off the four- 
logred one and the two returned to the 
saloon, 

The sssault was very quietly conducted and 
none of the neighbors knew of it. It was some 
time before the doctor could get assistance, 
and when at last help came he was in a con- 
dition bordering’ on insanity and paralysis. 
His nose was broken in the struggle, and there 
are a number of horrible wounds to testify to 
the ferocity of the dog. At first life was des- 
paired of, but the doctor’s excellent consti- 
tution will probably pull bim through. The 
first thing he will do on recovering will be to 
swear outa warrant against Bertram charg- 
ing him with assault to kill. 

There is little disagreement between the 
parties as to the assault, but while Dr. Fischer 
says there were four men with Bertram, the 
latter is positive he had no help beyond his 
22 fist and his sharp-toothed 

og. 

Mrs. Bertram is very positive as to the in- 
sult offered her, but Dr. Fischer characterizes 
her story as an absurd fiction and adds that 
he can prove itto be so. German circies in 
South St. Louis are much excited over the 
sensational occurrences, and the outcome of 
the inevitable proceedings will be watched 
with great interest. 


A HOT CAMPAIGN, 


Bitter Persenal Centroversies Mark Politi- 
cul Meetings in South Carolina,

THE COMMANDER OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
MISSOURI ON RECENT ORDERS- 


What He Thinks ef the Dishbanding of In- 
fantry Companies Ian K, and Cavalry 
Treops L and M—The Increase in the

The recent orders by the Secretary of War 
providing for the breaking up of all Infantry 
companies, land K, and all cavairy treops, 
Land M, have been amended so as to leave 
the troops stationed at Fort Leayon- 
worth exempted from the order un- 
til further notice. This amendment 
has been made for the reason that there are 
stationed at Fort Leavenworth at presents 
large number of companies which are affected 
by the order. The sudden breaking up of 
these companies would leave Fort Leaven- 
worth with only a few companies, and, there- 
fore, the new order was issued. 

GEN. MERRITT, 
commanding the Department of Missour! for 
the Un ited States Army, was seen this morn- 
ing by a Post-DISPATCH reporter and asked 
concerning the changes ordered to be made im 
the formation of the army.

than the orders which he had received, the 
substance of which was published in yester- 
day’s Post- DISPATCH, but ne said:

WANING PARTISANSHIP. 


While partisan activity was never 
greater in this country than now and 
while partisans are more zealous and un- 
scrupulous in their activity than ever be- 
fore, there can be no doubt that there is 
less partisan feeling than usual. At a 
time when the political organizations of 
the two parties have become mere 
machines to work out the political des- 
tinies of individuals and are worked with 
ali the heat which personal ambition can 
supply, real party vitality is lacking. 
Party organisms quick with life have 
been replaced by party machines with an 
activity only mechanical, while the atti- 
tude of the people is not one of lively in- 
terest, but of languid indifference. 

There is nothing surprising in the situa- 
tion. The decline of popular interest in 
political questions is the natural reaction 
after the exhausting strife leading up to 
and through the civil war. The questions 
fought out or thought out during that 
period are now settled beyond peradven- 
ture and the legal and constitutional 
forms now provided are known to be 
strong enough and flexible enough to 
serve for some time tocome. It is only 
natural that popular interest should now 
be engaged by more homely matters. 
Besides, people as a rule are not given 
to thinking very strenuously, except un- 
dercompulsion. EMERSON remarked that 
thinking was the hardest of all things to 
do, and so on political matters the people 
have put their thoughts into commission 
—they are willing to think by deputy, be- 
cause they feel that in such matters it is 
not necessary to go to the trouble of 
thinking for themselves. Consequently 
the antagonisms inevitably aroused by a 
superabundance of convictions do not 
appear. 

But it does not follow that the decline 
in party vitality is accompanied by a cor- 
responding decline in political vitality. 
Feeling secure in the possession of bless- 
ings acquired by hard work, the people 
look with quiet arausement at the scandal- 
ous doings of bosses and wirepullers, but 
they have a way of sleeping with one eye 
open and are easily aroused when any- 
thing essential is threatened, The politi- 
cal sense is quite as lively as eyer, but it 
is not stimulated into activity. because of 
the absence of questions of essential im- 
portance. Of course there are such ques- 
tions coming into view, but they are still 
in the stage of discussion. They are in 
the hands of theorists. When they 
are clarified by discussion, they will pass 
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from the thinker to the practical 
man. Political education will be fol- 
lowed by party action. The kicker“

WHAT THE EIGHTH DISTRICT CONGRES- 
SIONAL COMMITTEE WANTS WITH 83,000. 
— 


That Assessment of Candidstes Does Not 
Include the Cost of the Primaries, So It 
Will Cost Much te Rus ia the Eighth— 
Kinsey's Letter—The Old Man’s’’ Work 
in the State, | ' 


The situation in the Eighth Congressional 
District is becoming vexed and it ts rapidly 
assuming the aspect ot an open fight between 
candidate John J. O’ Neil and Tom Barrett, 
Chairman of the Congressional Committee in 
that district, with side-fights and opposing 
schemesto make matters interesting. The 
proposition so barely defeated in the com- 
mittee to assessthe candidates $5,000 before 
the primaries bas brought the fight to a focus. 


Mr. O’Neli says it is a scheme to 
freeze him out. Mr. Barrett says it 
is Mr. O’Neil’s own proposition and 


that he has frozen out everybody since he 
first became a candidate. The report bas been 
abroad for several days that O’ Neil bas raised 
$2,000 fur campaign purposes, and it is fol- 
lowed by the proposition made and almost 
carried in the committee that candidates for 
the congressional nomination should be as- 
sessed $3,000. The plan of campaign in the 
Eighth is peculiar, but it is strong for the 
committee and if it is carried out the commit- 
tee will win. 
PRECINOT CANVASS- 

The ‘‘precinct canvass,’’ which is talked 
about is to be a rather expensive affair, if it is 
made. A man is to be employed in each pre- 
cinct to make a house to house canvass and 
record the name and address of each voter. 
Chairman Barrett, in a card pub- 
lished below, figures out that this will 


cost about $2,400. The lists so obtained are to 
be compared with recorder Williams’ poll 


be taken to the polis and used there Each 
voter is to be checked off as he votes, and 
Chairman Barrett says that with these lists 
the workers will be able to tell where to 
send carriages as the day progresses, and 
what votes to - look up.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispaich: 


In your paper of last evening appeared an 
article entitied ‘‘A Nervy Proceeding,’’ in 
which the condition of affairs in the Demo- 
cratic Congressional Committee of the Eighth 
District is, to say the least, unfairly stated. 
There is not in the committee ‘‘a Barrett 
faction,’’ and the proposition to raisea fund 
of 33,000 before the convention is not a 
species of black mall. In fairness lask you 
to publish whatI claim is the truth regarding 
the situation. 

The matter of having a precinct organiza- 
tion was agitated as early as the be- 
ginning of last May and, at that time, I 
called the committee together and submitted 
the question to the fuil membership. The 
full committee referred the matter to the 
campaign committee and the geampaign com- 
mittee made its report last Wednesday night, 
recommending the $3,000 assessment as sum 
client to do the work. 

There is in this 83, 000 no slush fund fer the 
committee; fignrestaik. There are sixty-six 
precincts in the district. It will require the 
employment of sixty-six men, one in each 
precinct, to make the necessary Canvass. The 
usual pay of men forthis work is $3 per day, 
and the number of days necessary to complete 
a precinct is twelve days; sixty-six men at 8 
a day amounts to $198. Multiplying that by 
the number of days, twelve, the amount is 
$2,360. Outofthe balance the books for the 
work must be purchased and headquarters for 
the committee rented until the Campaign is 
over.

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FISHING FOR A TUG. . 


AN INEFFFCTIVE ATTEMPT ro RAISE THE 
ALICE PARKER. 


A Diver Will Go Down Next Week and Make 
Better Arrangements—The Mayer’s Clerk 
Geis His Job—A Misunderstanding Over 
Pole Locations—The House Excursion. 


HIS morning Harbor 
Commissioner Murphy, 
assisted by one of the 
Government snagboats,

From time to 
time efforts have deen made to induce the 
owners of the boat to raise her, but without 


avail, and the question then arose as 
to who would own the machinery if 
the authorities raised the boat, 


While these matters were being debated, the 
nuisance became so great that prompt 
measures were resolved upon and hence the 
attempts to get the boat afloat. 

A diver was to have descended and attach a 
chain to the hull, butfor some reason he did 
not attend. In his absenee the snag boat ran 
up and down the river front, over and around 
the sunken boat, with a long tralling vhain 
which it was hoped would get entangled on or 
round the bull and enable the snagboatto pull 
it loose and enable it to float. The effort, 
however, proved a failure. Several fragments 
of the deck and cabin were brought to the 


surface, but the chainandthe hull failed to 
connect. After several hours’ work, and as 
the Spread Eagle was waiting to come in and 
unload, the attempt was postponed. Next 
Friday the services ofa diver willbe secured 
and the sunken boat will certainly be raised.

The street 
is unimproved, neither sidewalks nor gutters 
being marked out. The company laid their 
tracks on either side of the street and went 
ahead running their cars. 

Nowthe Bell Telephone Co. comes along 
and gets a permit for a pole line over the 
same street, Under the general ordinance 
governing the erection of poles they must be 

laced just inside the curb lines. ben the 
ine was run on Delmar avenue to deter- 
mine the location of the poles it was 
found that the line came right in between the 
rails of the Lindell Co. 's tracks. It is impos-

CHEATED THE NOOSE. 


Andes H. Butler, a Merderer, Kills Himself 
in His Cell. 


ALEXANDRIA, La., Aug. 2.—A lamp exploded 
in the cell of Murderer Andes II. Butler in the 
jail here early yesterday morning and before 
aid could be rencered the man’s hands and 
face were badly burned.

HAUNTED BY HIS CRIME. 


IN THE PRESENCE OF DEATH A MURDERER 


FREES HIS MIND- 


The Confession of a Bavarian Whe Cou 
Not Die With His Secret Untold—Stabbed 
His Step-Brether Nine Years Age and 


Fled Frem Europe to America—An In- 


moceat Man Sutfering for the Deed. 


YRACUSE, Aug. 2.— 
Buried in wunconse- 
crated ground in the 
cemetery of the Ger- 
man Catholic Church 
ofthe Assumption in 
em this city les the body 
ot Josef West, on 
whose tombstone is 
„marked the name 
«Josef Leikauf.’’ The 


body was deposited there on May 30, 1888. In 
the church yard of she little village of Katz- 
dorp in Nuenberg-by-the- Wood, Bavaria, is a 
grave containing the body of this man’s step- 
brother. He was murdered there nine years 
ago. In the provincial prison in Amber, 
Bavaria, is a man whose name is. un- 
known here, who, innocent of 
any crime, has dally toiled and 
drudged in liying death for nearly niue years. 
It has come to light that West. or Lelkaut, was 
the murderer, who, haunted by the deed, fled 
to this country to die with a confession on his 
lips. This is the epitome of a melodramatic 
story which has recently deen ro- 
vealed, and to the verification of which 
several Germans of local influence are ad- 
dressing themselves in order to vindicate the 
guiltless if they cannot punish the gullty. 
A MIND DISEASED. 

Some five years ago, as nearly as can be 
ascertained, a young German calling himself 
Leikacf came to this country, married and 
took up his residence in this city, where he 
worked asa brewer. He was then about 26 
years of age. Two years ago last spring he 
fell sick, and growing rapidly worse, his wife 
and friends became alarmed at his condi- 
tion. 

The cellar boss of the Haberle Brewery, John 
Wesner, under whom Lelkauf worked, with 
afellow workman, Jaceb Holzer, visited the 
sick man several times, as did other friends. 
doon it came to be whispered about that Leik- 
auf was suffering from a mind diseased rather 
than from physical Us. At length a priest 
was called and he, too, bocameimbued with 
the prevailing idea as to the cause of Leikauf’s 
sickness. Then it was whispered that murder 
lay upon the sick man’s mind. One day the 
priest came out of the sick room and told 
Mrs. Leikauf that her husband’s 
hour bad almost come, and tbat 
he could not dle until he 


had reveaied some dark oppressing secret. 
Inthe sick-room were Wesner and Holzer. 
Wher Mrs. Leikauf entered she put her head 
clese by her dying husband's mouth and he 
confessed to her that he had stabbed his step- 
brother in their native Bavarian town to get 
pessession of a house and some land, and that 
there was an innocent man confined in the Am- 
berg prison charged with the deed. Then the 
manexpired, having told this much only. 
Who the imprisoned man was and the name 
of the step- brother were not revealed nor was 
the history ofthe guilty man subsequent to 
his crime. 
THE STORY COMES OUT. 

Standing near to the bed side during the 
confession was Wesner and a littie further of 
was Holzer. The former heard the confes- 
sion, hesays. The latter did not. Subse- 
quently Mra. Leikauf repeated the tale to both 
men. They only recentiy told of their ex- 
perience. Mrs. Leikauf fell a victim to a 
broken heart and died of grief in a few 
months. It issaid sheonce tried to fulfil 
ber busband’s request that the innocent man 
imprisoned be set free and to that end calied 
upon her brother, Jacob Duerrof Rome, N. 
Y., to take the proper steps. He, however, 
did nothing more than listen to the tale and 
then forget it. 

To save the life of the Innocent prisoner at 
Amberg Adam Yackel, Geo. H. Schnetz and 
Michael Haas agreed to share the expense of 
the necessary investigation. some weeks ago 
thev addressed a letter to the Burgomeilster of 
Katzdorf, Bavaria, stating what was known 


(of the case here and asking for information 


from the other side. In rey Mr. Haas re- 
ceived a letter from the Catholic priest of the 
village, to whom the Burgomeister had banded 
the letter. This letter, aside from saying that 
the case as described was not known there, 
said that they would have no stauding ina 
German court of law with such affidavits 
as they had presented, and advised them to 
gO to work systematically and through the 
German Consulat New York. At that time 
Leikauf’s true name (West) was not known 
here, which may have accounted for the 
Katzdorf authorities not recognizing the case 
as presented in the letter. It bas been known 
that Leikauf’s most intimate friend in this 
country was one Henry Schmidt or Smith, 
who lives at Rochester, It is said to be known 
that Smith has letters from Leikauf’s sister 
addressed to her brother by his true name. 
THE NEXT STEP. 

It issurmised that Smith knows much more 
about the true story of Leikauf’s crime, and 
a notarial agent acting for Messrs. Yackel, 
Schnetz and Haas spent yesterday looking 
into this phase of the case.

HYDROPHOBIA. 


Death of a 12-Year-Old Boy Yesterday at 
New York. 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 2.—Geo, Nenninger, 12 
years old, died at St. Michael’s Hospital last 
night in terrible agony from hydropbhohia. 
Dr. Herman H. C. Herrold was summoned 
yesterday afternoon to the residence of Geo. 
Meyer, Newark, to prescribe for young Nenn- 
inger, who was Meyer’s stepson. Dr. Her- 
rold saw immediately that the boy was suffer- 


ing from hydrophobia. He had a high fever 
and at frequent intervals was seized with 
spasms, The doctor spoke to the boy, but he 
was unable to reply. ater was offered him 
and be made an effortto drink, but was un- 
able to swallow. The effort was followed 
by a violent spasm. Cake was of- 
fered to the boy and ne ate it 
with apparent esse andrelish. At times he 
frothed at the mouth and vomited freely. The 
spasms them became more frequent and more 
violent. Dr. Herrold had the patent removed 
to St. Michael’s Hospital, where he gave the 
case close attention. The spasms became so 
violent during the evening that it was found 
necessary to strapthe boytohiscot. Hypo- 
dermic Injections of morphine and injections 
of bromide and chloral were given to mitigate 
the boy’s sufferings, but they did not have 
the slightest effect upon him. He was con- 
scious ull the while and frequently attempted 
to reply to questions put to him by the doctor. 
Faiiing, he woulda indicate that he 
understood what was said to him by 
nodding his head. Immediately there- 
after he would doe attacked by A 
convulsion, froth atthe mouth and snap like 
adog. The boy’s suffering was intense, es- 
pecially when water was offered him. He 
seemed to crave it, but when the glass was 
raised to his lips his throat seemed to become 
paralyzed and he could not swallow a drop. 
Then would come a hard spasm foliowed by | 
vomiting froth. The boy appeared to realize 
his condition and made a brave fight for lite. 
He gradually became weaker, and at 10: 
o’clock died from exbaustion. He was bitten 
by a large black dog during the latter part 
of May. The wound, which was not 
cauterized, healed in a short time, and 
the circumstance was almost forgotten as 
the boy suffered no inconvenience whatever 
until yesterday morning, when he was taken 
witha fever. Toward noon it was noticed 
that he was acting 9823 but it was 
thought the fever had made him a little 
**flighty.’’ In the afternoon he was taken 
with a spasm and began frothing at the 
mouth, and it was then the family decided to 
call a doctor. 

Waiter Eagan, another boy, was bitten the 
same day by the same dog. He was taken iil 
a few days later and died on June 2. It was 
reported at the time the boy’s death was due 
to hydrophbobia, but this was denied, and it 
was given out that spinal meningitis was the 
cause. Itis now believed that young Kagan 
died from the effects of the bite.

A BIT OF WAR HISTORY. 


How a Federal Sceut Madea Claim Against 
the Government, 


HAGERSTOWN, Md., Aug. 2.—A bit of history 
was unearthed here yesterday by Wm. Feigh- 
ley of this place, who makes a unique claim 
against the Government. He was employed 
by the Federal authorities as a scout upon the 
occasion of Lee’s first invasion of Maryland. 
When Lee invaded the North forthe second 
time in June, 1863, Mr. Feigbley again became 


active in the Union cause. The line of com- 
munication between the Confederate army 
in Pennsylyania and the authorities 
in Richmond wasthrough Hagerstown. Over 
this roate continually passed detachments of 
troops and valuable mall matter intended for 
the army ofinvasion. Toward the latter part 
of June, 1863, Mr. Feighley made his way to 
Greencastie, Pa., where he colleated ten Fed- 
eral cavalrymen who were dlamg in that 
vicinity and, placing himself at their head, 
pushed through Waynesboro and over the 
South Mountain to Frederick County, Md. 
There, having learmed the condition of affairs 
in. Hagerstown, he headed his men for this 
place. They entered Hagerstown about 10 
o’clock in the morning and so surprised were 
the rebel troops stationed there that they 
made very little resistance. Learning soon 
after his arrival that a very heavy Con- 
federate mall had been brought to 
town, he, in company with several of 
his companions, hurried to the rear of the 
old Washington House, where they captured 
the mall carrier and two mail pouches. The 
booty was hurried over to Middletown, Md., 
where it was delivered by Mr. Feilghiey to 
Gen. Buford, whowas incommand at that 
lace. From the mall carrier his captors 
earned that the pouches contained valuable 
information from the Confederate Govern- 
ment to Gen. Lee. When Gen. Buford re- 
ceived the mail he told Mr. Feighley that, as a 
civilian, be was entitled to 10 per centof the 
value of the capture, and that he would at 
once forward it to the proper authorities. The 
next day Mr. Feighley, accompanied by his 
free lancers, again raided this place, and ca 
tured sixty-one additional prisoners. 0 
did not see Gen. Buford until 
after the Confederates retreated from 
Gettysbure. He was then acting as a 
guide for Gen. Kilpatrick, who was endeavor- 
ing to destroy the rebel pontoon bridges over 
the Potomac ,at Falling Waters, which was 
one of the routes taken bythe Confederate 
army. Here Gen. Buford informed Mr. 
Feighley that the captured mall pouches con- 
tained information for the Government valued 
at thousands of dollars. He Mr. 
Feighley to see him after the fleht when he 
would prepare the necessary papers so that he 
could recover his claim from the Government. 
Unfortunately for Mr. Feighley he was not 
able to see the General after the engagement 
and the latter having been shortly afterward 
ordered into Virginia, where he died, Mr. 
Feighiey lost his assistance in prosecuting 
his claim against the Government. He has
